Memory nnd habit are the two main 


factors Tilth which we have to deal In 
training horses. A horse acts through 
Instinct and habit, and one of its great- 
est characteristics Is uniformity of 
conduct. What a horse Is once trained 
to ilo Ke \\lll nearly always do under 
like conditions. 


Education of Horse. 


The first thing in training a horse Is 


to get Ills attention. The second Is to 
make him understand what Is wanted. 
TttP pcliifiitlon of the horse Is based 
un reward aiid punishment. The re- 
wurd, a pat on the neck, etc., should 
Immediately follow the act of obedi- 
ence. The punishment, to be effective, 
must Immediately follow the act of 
illM>l>edlence. 


Few horses are Inherently vicious, 
'inj hui-M'S are made \Icious and un- 


•clialili; by the carelessness or unnec- 
essary brutality of their trainers. If 
a liorse kicks because the harness 
hurts Mm, or shies at something of 
which lie Is afraid, punishment Is not 
Justifiable. 
If, however, after being 


stopped, a horse starts before receiv- 
ing the command to do so, he should 
he punished. 
Horses are naturally 


obedient, and when thoroughly trained 
thi-lr conduct Is uniformly good. 


Bc»t Training of Horse. 


A hoise should be trained so that he 


thinks there is no limit to his power to 
do the things required of him, and be- 
lieves that he bus no power to do that 
nhli-h is against the wishes of his 
IrUer.
